No Insurance For 
RTD Bus Riders 

The passage of legislation 
allowing the Southern Cali- 
fonnia Rapid Tranist Ehstrict 
to drop its uninsured motor¬ 
ist coverage will have a tre¬ 
mendous impact on mllllone 
of people who have to rely 
on public transportation to 
go to work, school and other 
places Important to their 
needs. Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn believes. 

“Assembly Bill 1144 de¬ 
letes from state law the re- 
ouirement that the RTD 
carry insurance protecting Its 
passengers against Injuries 
caused by the fault of aai 
uninsured motorist Thi.s be¬ 
came effective January 1, 
1978. However, its effects 
will be to the detriment of 
the public,” Hahn stressed. 

“There are millions of 
poor people who cannot af¬ 
ford the addl'd expense and 
hardship AB 1144 would cre¬ 
ate," Hahn said. 

RTD passengers will now 
have to use their own means 
of collecting from an acci¬ 
dent Involving a.n RTD bus 
and another vehicle and 
which was not the bus 
driver’s fault, Hahn pointed 
out 

Hahn is chairman of the 
IjOs Angeles County Trans- 
portntlon Commission. 

RTD officials contend the 
pa.ssage of AB 1144 wa.s 
ncH-dcd because "claims by 
jia.sseng^rs who were injured 
through no fault of the RTD 
but solely due to the negli¬ 
gent driving of an unln- 
suit'd motorist, totalled in 
excess of $1 million” for the 
years of 1976-77. 

Prior to the passage of 
AB 1144 b>- the -State Legl-**- 
lature, the Board of .Super¬ 
visors adopted a motion hut 
Hahn opposed It.

The visitor lakes a big bite 
of smoked beef rib and fol¬ 
lows It with a swallow of 
ale. Tlie surraunduigs start 
to make sense. The 500 year 
old costume-styles start look¬ 
ing like logical clothes on 
the passers-by. The place is 
Merry Old England .and the 
time is the Elizabethan per¬ 
iod of William Shakespeare. 
The Renaissance Pleasure 
Faire is working its magic 
again. The spell is cast as 
aromas of unusually fine 
foods fill the air in this se¬ 
cluded, tree-filled valley. 

Extraordinary foods have 
been a popular hallmark of 
Tlie Renaissance Pleasure 
Faire for the past 15 years. 
People look forward all year 
to the numerous gourmel 
dishes they find only at this 
great outdoor festival. The 
Renaissance Faire ojKsned on 
April 22 for six consecutive 
weekends including Memorial 
Day at the old Paramount 
Ranch in Agoura. 

Years of careful research 
and selection of caterers 
have produced The Faire’s 
excellent reputation for gour¬ 
met foods. The Renaissance 
Faire itself is produced by 
The Living History Centre, a 
non-profit, educational cor¬ 
poration created and found¬ 
ed by Ron and Phyllis Pat- 
lerscin of Los Angeles. Be¬ 
fore each Faire, the Centro 
reviews hundreds of applica¬ 
tions to vie for the 30 ven¬ 
dor stalls of The Faire’s vil¬ 
lage. Each dish must meet 
very high standards of qual¬ 
ity, authenticity aind prepa¬ 
ration. 

The British love for meat 
is as well-.kinown as thc 
namc “Beefeater.” The aro¬ 
ma of meat cooking in var¬ 
ious Faire booths wafts 
through the crowds and pro¬ 
vides one of the most com¬ 
pelling temptations of the 
day. One booth off e r s 
smoked chicken, beef ribs 
and turkey legs — any on" 
a full meal. Some meai 
dishes come wrapped in pas¬ 
try shells like the traditional 
Cornish Pastle or the Beef- 
and-Mushroom Pie. The 
Pacific Ackvv'orth Sch o o i 
sponsors a booth sell i n g 
Steak-on-a-Stake. Meat sau¬ 
sages are served cold with a 
variety of cheeses and breads 
at one booth or at another 
served hot as tlie traditional 
English favorite called 
“Bangers.” Heated and spicy. 
Bangers are prepared with 
fried onions and served on a 
large roll. 

This year a new booth at 
The Fadre offers seafood — 
shrimp, steamed clams and 


sauteed oysters. Some people 
say it cannot be called “Plea¬ 
sure Faire” without oysters 
lor sensual eating. Exotic 
foods brought to England by 
foreign travelers add an¬ 
other special dimension. The 
several stylos of qui c h o 
which are notoriously good 
originated in France. “Piro- 
shkis” arc from Russia. And 
from the Middle East, the 
spicy Falafel and the Turk¬ 
ish Coffee evoke distant me 
movies of the Mediterranean. 

The sweets are powerful 
temptations at The Faire. 
Hot cinnamon buns or 
cheesecake and Fruitberrle 
Shortcake are filling des¬ 
serts indeed. Liehter faro in¬ 
cludes fruit boats — pine¬ 
apple or melon shells filled 
with pieces of fruits. Lemon 
Delight is a favorite with the 
cliildron as they sip juice 
from a lemon wedge through 
a candy straw. Watermellon 
sieves and other Ireshfruits 
are available in their sweet 
and simple state. 

Some Elizabethan desserts, 
available only to the wealth¬ 
iest royalty, are very popu¬ 
lar at The Faire. Fruit ices 
or cantaloupe halves filled 
with honey ice-cream are 
powerful distract ions on 
waim spring days. Baked 
apples, carob mousse and 
stuffed dates provide uncom¬ 
mon delights. And the popu¬ 
lar strawberry crepes are 
topped with a generous daub 
of real whipped cream.

Gas Consumption 
Sets New Record 
During February 

California motorists buined 
863.75 million gallons of 
gasoline in Fehivjary 1978, a 
record high for that month. 

George R. Reilly, chair¬ 
man, State Board of Eqauli- 
zaiton, reported recently th<at 
February gasoline consump¬ 
tion was 5.2 per cent higher 
than February 1977 and 6.5 
per cent higher than Febru¬ 
ary 1976i Reilly inotod, ho^v- 
ever, that Februarj' gas con¬ 
sumption figures show the 
normal pattern of decline 
from .lanuary, down 4.9 per 
cent from that month. 

Gasoline distribution data 
show taxable sales by distri- 
.utors to retail outlet.s, brok¬ 
ers, and certain other distri¬ 
butors. Refiners, Importers, 
and wholesale distributors 
pay 7-cents-per gallan tax on 
their distributions to retail¬ 
ers. The State Board of 
Equali7.ation admini.sters the 
state fuel tax. 

Reillv said that February 
revenue from that tax wa.-, 
S60.46 million — down $3.09 
million from January, but ,up 
$2.96 million from Febru¬ 
ary 1977.
